Editorial - BY BRUCE BIOSSAT 
Thus far Congress has not shown 
much enthusiasm for proposals to 
fill the serious constitutional gap 
regarding presidential 
disability. 
Th* lawmakers' coolness reflects 
poorly on their sense of responsibil­ 
ity. 
Speaker Sam Rayburn, usually 
quite stirred by serious matters, 
dismissed the 
problem of what 
happens when a president becomes 
too ill to govern: “ We’ve got along 
for 168 years, and I don’t think 
many bad things have happened.” 
Rep, Emanuel Ceiler, New York 
Democrat and chairman of the 
House Judiciary Committee hear­ 
ing disability plans, seems to think 
the only reason the matter has 
come up is “ concern with the Pres­ 
ident’s health.” 
Possibly the President’* illness 
es in 1955 56 made him and oth­ 
ers in his 
administration 
more 
conscious of the problem. 
But the 
fact is that the Constitution’s sil­ 
ence on it is a dangerous deficien­ 
cy.
